“No Deaths Yet In 1971 


During the New Year’s 
weekend that began at 6;00 
p.m. Thursday and lasted 
through 12 midnight Sunday 
the Alabama highway patrol 
investigated 156 rural traf- 
fic accidents with 102 in- 
juries and 8 fatalities. The 
fatalities occurred in the 
following counties, 3 each 
in Jefferson and Wash- 
ington and 1 each in Cal 
houn and Covington coun- 
ties, 

These accidents bring 
the number of people killed 
in rural Alabama traffic 
accidents this year to 7 
compared with 4 killed dur- 
ing the same period last 
year for an increase of 3 
fatalities.

A VISIT 


Tucked away in the re- 
mote Tanounsri mountains 
of Northern Thailand--on 
the border of Burma--lies 
the hill-tribe leper village 
of Gong Loy. The natural 
beauty of the place is in- 
credible. Giant palm and 
head-high fern wave lazily 
in the breeze--mynah birds 
and yellow-plumaged cock- 
atoos flit among the teak~ 
wood trees, Flowering 
vines of every color in the 


raimbow blanket the ground, 
and orchids grow in lush, 


profusion, All of which 
sounds like another Shang- 
ri-La--but the true picture 
is vastly different. 

In Gong Loy, you can turn 
your watch back. five hun- 
dred years, It is comple- 
tely primitive, and, aside 
from the scenery, one of the 
most desolate places on 
earth, Here is a village 
which has absolutely no 
communication with the 
outside world. There isno 
telephone, radio or elec~ 
tricity, The people have 
never heard of television, 
seen amovie or ever ridden 
in an automobile, 

The houses are crude 
shacks of rough teakwood, 


no fatalities so far this 
year as compared with none 
at this same time last year. 

We ended the year 1970 
with a decrease of 92 rural 
traffic fatalities statewide 
and here in Houston County 
we had a minus 7 in fata- 
lities. Lets each of us 
resolve to do our part this 
year by driving safely so 
that we might end this year 
with an even better record. 
Just remember a car can 
get bent and twisted awry, 
but it isn’t the car that has 
to die, its the driver... 

Coffee County troopers 
investigated 1 accident this 
weekend with no injuries 
and no fatalities. So far 
this year no people have 
been killed in motor vehicle 
traffic accidents in this 
county as compared with 
none killed during the same 
period last year.

The three-prong plug is a 
safety measure that provides 
a path for any strange cur- 
rent present in'the system to 
be grounded. If your electri- 
cal outlets will not take this 
kind of plug, you should, for 


long vange safety and con- 
venience, have an electrician 
install the modern, three-wire 


grounding circuit. Many ap- 
pliance manufacturers attach 
a tag to the service cord ad- 
vising that two-slot wall re- 
ceptacles be replaced with 


properly grounded receptacles 
that may receive three prong 
plugs where larger appliances 
are used.

This column of questions and answers on federal 
tax matters is provided by the local office of the U.S, 
Internal Revenue Service and is published as a public 
service to taxpayers. The column answers questions 
most frequently asked by taxpayers. 


Q) What's the deadline for 
sending in my return? 


A) April 15 is the deadline 
for filing 1969 income tax re- 
turns for the 1969 calendar 
year, 


Q) Can I use the same check 
to pay my 1970 estimated in- 
stallment and my final balance 
for 19697 


A) It is advisable to write 
separate checks or money | 
orders since the payments 


cover two different tax years. 

Tax returns for different 
years are processed separately 
and it is possible for a single 
payment covering two taxes to 
be credited to just one tax 
year. This could lead to a re- 
fund on one return and a bill 
for additional tax on the 


other. 
When you make your pay- 
ment, write what it is for 


and your Social Security num- 
ber on each check or money 
order so that it can be prop- 
erly credited to your account. 


Q) I don’t see any place on 
the new 1040 to deduct the $600 
I get for each of my exemp- 
tions. Where do I take this 
deduction? 


A) Allowances for your ex- 


y emptions are taken on Line 4, 


Schedule T, which is in the 
Form 1040 tax forms package. 
If you use the Tax Tables to 
figure your tax, the allowance 
for exemptions is provided in 
the tables. 


Q) Do I have to pay tax on 
my GI insurance dividends? 


A) No, these dividends are 
not taxable. 


Q) I never had to send in an 
estimated tax form before, but 
I got one in the mail this year, 
Do I have to file it? 

A) Generally, you should 
file an estimated tax return if 
you do not expect the amount 
withheld from your wages to 


come within $40 of the income 
tax you expect to owe for 
1970, Details are in the esti- 
mated tax form instructions. 

The estimated tax system is 
meant to help keep all tax- 
payers on a pay-as-you-go 
basis. If a taxpayer’s income 
changes during the year, he 
can make an adjustment in his 
next installment payment to 
take care of it, 


Q) Are supplementary Medi- 
care premiums deductible? 


A) Premiums for health in-| 


surance under Medicare are

“A typical new car coming 
off the assembly line today pro- 
duces about a third of the car- 
bon monoxide and hydrocarbon 
pollution produced by a car 
back in 1962, before the first 
pollution control devices were 
put on all new automobiles 
across the nation.

City Plans Progress

ing Code and Building Code 
which was adopted years 
ago, according to Mayor 
Jack Brunson, 

Brunson stated, ‘‘These 
ire minimum require- 
ments of the Housing Code 
and Building Code. They 
are adopted for all the peo- 
ple of Elba to promote 
health, safety, general wel- 
fare and stability.’’ 

Mr. Prude Crook has 
been appointed to the posi- 
tion of building inspector 
in Elba, 

The minimum housing 
code is concerned with the 
basic human needs provi- 
ded for indwellings, These 
include sanitation, freedom 
from infestation by insects 
and rodents, proper light 
and ventilation, heating, 
prevention of overcrowd- 
ing, proper plumbing, safe 
water supply. 

Periodic inspections of 
existing housing will be 
made to determine whether 
housing is safe for human 
occupancy, 

The minimum building 
code is concerned with con- 
struction of new housing, 
Permits are required as 


‘usual before any construc- 


tion can be started within 


the city. The building in- 
spector will continue as be- 
fore to insure that new con- 
struction will meet the re- 
quired minimum standards 
of construction both before 
and during the construc- 
tion, 

The building code is con- 
cerned with the location of 
building on property, pro-~ 
per drainage. and sani+ 
tation, fire protection, sa- 
fety within the building, 
safe exit to ground level, 
proper and adequate heat- 
ing, plumbing, electric wi- 
ring, natural or butane gas 
facilities, etc, 

The purpose of the code 
is to provide better condi- 
tions for the people of Elba 
and insure their safety and 
wellbeing, The code is not 
designed to inconvenience 
anyone or cause undue 
hardship, It was drawn up
